of 1500 feet the tunnel will shorten the 
road about seven miles, and Is expected 
o effect a great saving in operating 
•xpenses. 


It Is stated that with this tunnel built 


and the other plans ot the company for 
the straightening of curves and reduc- 
ng of grades in Nevada and Utah com- 
pleted, passenger trains could be run 
letween San Francisco and Chicago 
easily In two and a halt days, This 
means an average speed over the whole 
distance of not more than forty miles 
an hour.

GAIN the expected has happened. The Dem- 


ocratic executive committee of South Carolina 


has expelled Senator John L. McLaurin from the 
party—or "fired him out," as such expulsory pro- 
cess is designated in the modern vernacular. Mc- 
Laurin's downfall was attributable to two causes. 
He had an idea that he could advocate all of the 
cardinal principles of the Republican party and 
still be regarded as a Democrat and so recognized 
by honest and sensible men.

PRESS COMMENT.

HE Constitutional Convention in Alabama has 
adopted a uniform system of suffrage which, 


although objectionable in some respects, at least, does 
not discriminate against color. If the constitution 
is ratified a general law will prevail on the subject 
of the elective franchise. There is a property and 
also an educational qualification not for 'the blacks 
alone but for all voters. The property qualification 
is that the voter must pay taxes on $300, and the 
educational, ability to read and write. While the 
property test is in our opinion un-American and in 
non-conformity with our Republican institutions, 
the educational qualification, if objectionable at all, 
is less so than that which measures a man's intelli- 
gence by his bank account or other worldly posses- 
sions. On the whole, however, the new regulation 
is favorable to the colored race, and manifests upon 
the part of the whites a disposition to treat them 
fairly and so far as possible, to remove the color line 
at the polls, and as a natural sequence, from the po- 
litical government of the state. The race stigma is 
removed at once from politics and is an inspiration 
to the pride of both illiterate whites and blacks, 
which will prompt many of both to qualify themsel- 
ves for the exercise of the greatest privilege of 
American citizenship—which incentive would be 
lost in the case of universal suffrage. 
The propos- 


al to make the payment of a poll tax a qualification 
was wisely rejected, as the experience of four years 
of such a law in Nevada will emphatically prove. 
During the election years of that time, nearly one 
half of the revenue from poll taxes, was paid by 
the county central committees of the two political 
parties, the money coming from the candidates, on 
the several tickets, who to the knowledge of the 
writer, in some instances paid the tax for men of 
capital to whom some of the contributing candidates 
were paying interest on money loaned to them. 
The property qualification is at least less objection- 
able than the poll tax proposition, but both should 
have been ignored, leaving the educational clause 
the only mark of distinction or discrimination.
